Mra. Bradley Told of Senator Brown In-
troducing Her as Hisg Wife and Giving
His Namg to One of Their Children—
Moved to Tears.
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WASHINGTON, Nov, 10.—"1 am so
tired,” sald Mrs, Annle Bradley, defend.
ant in the trial now in pl‘n‘tul In the
eriminal court, a few minutes before 3
o'clock teday, after she had spent about
four hours on the witness stand relating
the detalls of her acquaintanceship and
Intlmacy with former Senator Brown, of
whose murder she stands scousod. Judge
Btafford immadiately gave orders for
the adjonrnment of court. She had not
renclbd the events direotly connscted
with the tragedy in which Brown was
killed, but had very closely approached
them and they will be the subject of the
first testimony to be given tomorrow,
Today's story dealt with the firit ac
quaintance of Mrs. Bradley with Brown
and she told how that acquaintanceship
gradually ripened into friendship and
fimally into love. It was a long and
pathetic parrative of ilieit affection, of
promises of marriage, which could at
first be made only on condition of di-
vorce on both sides, and then of disap
pointment and gief, when both became
free and could have been leaglly married
Al Brown had been willing. Mrs, Bradlay
gave partioilars of many of the pledges
made to her and told how Brown In-
troduced her as his wife and of how he
bad given his name to one of their
children, and also how he had nided her
in no loss than three criminal opera-
tions, Bhe related many pleasant Inel
dents of thelr life together. She wore a
smile when _gho spoke of her pride at
his intellectual attalnments, She skl
he had tokl her over and over again
that she was the only woman he ever
loved and she averred that by his man-
mer amd his superlor attainments he
gnined complete mastery over her.

The court room was crowded during
the entire day and many of the specta.
tora were women. Teara were frequont-
ly ahed not only by the general audience
but onee or twice by mombers of the
jury. Mrs, Bradley was quite emotional
and her voloe wus sonrvely audible at
timen, Her attorneys, however, express:
ed confidence, after the witness loft the
atand, that she woull be able to proceed
to the end without a breakdown, Mrs,
Bradley said that her health had failed
during her nasociation with Brown and
ahe told of one oconsion when she at-
tempted to commit suicide.

He stated that transportation faeili-
ties are at present umequal to the de-
mands and said that unless they could
be made equal to the burdems they
should bear the couniry can mot pros-
per. He declared that railrosd manage-
ments have used every effort to increase
the shipments and the efficiency in oper-
ation and have accomplished wonders.
The problem now is to bring the con-
struction up to the needs of our im-
mense commerce. The speaker noted
constant reductions in rates until now
the passenger rate averages 2 cents per
mile and freight 74 cents per tom per
mile. The total dividends of all rail-
roads in the United States in 1006 were
but 4 per cent. Om 33 per cent of the
mwads no Jdividends were paid. Notwith-
standing this the railroad system is not
a failure, on the contrary it is the most
conspicuous success ever achieved in this
country. The railroad men have a right
to feel proud of their record, but peo-
ply should realise there is a physical

asserted that railroad men of this coun-
try struggled for 15 years to move a
load which increasea annually 10 to 15
per cent with engines whose power in-
creases about 2} per cent per year, For
the whole system therefore, he declares,
we must have more new lines, more
double tracks and more facilities.: One
Year ago the speaker said, be stated it
would require $5,500,000,000 or $1,100,-
000,000 per year for five years to make
railroad facilities to equal demands. Al-
though the amount suggested has been
collected and spent the railroads have
been barely holding their own and the
future remains to be provided for. In
the opinion of competent judges, more,
pevhaps 50 per cent, must be spent an-
nually for five years to eome. Ouly two
reasons, scarcity of money and reluct
ance to inyest overshadows the outlook.
The most serious factor in the present
situation is the shock to confidence in
our investments all over the world and
consequently Hmitations of eredit, It is
easy to impair credit to such an extent
#s to take half a gemeration to rebuild
it. Politieal campaign speeches con-
tinued in many states have been made
on the issue of an assault on the in-
tegrity of the railrvond mavagements
anl properties.  Following these came

the wild raid in which more than 170
aols more or less confimeatory on rail-

rond property were enacted. Conse-
quences have already made themselves
evident and the country suffers under
tho blow. If the present policy continues
there will presenily be no power short
of a pledge of credit by the government
itself that will enable the securing of
funds pecessary to provide more tracks.

Considerable Difficulty Was Experienced
in Inducing the Chinese Government
to Place Him Under Arrest Until Rec-
orde of His Case Were Sent to China.
